Chicago, November, 22—In the trial of

DAMAGE ALONG PUGET SOUND. 


Farmers Suffer Heavily from the Storm 
Cattle D:owned, Ete. 

Seattle, Wash., November 22.—Reports of 
the storm throughout the state were still 
worse today and prospects are that rail 
communication will be abandoned several! 
days. A number. of additional deaths have 
been reported as a result of the floods, while 
loss to property in the shape of farm build- 
ings carried away and wrecked make a very 
formidable item in the valleys of Duwa- 
mish, White, Green, Black, Stuck, Cedar 
and Puyallup rivers, southward of Snoho- 
mish, the Still, Aguamish and Skyit; north- 
ward are vast lakes. Three or four steamers 
have been reported sunk in Snohomish river, 
but no lives are reported lost: 

Many farmers throughout the entire west- 
ern portion of the state have lost all their 
stock by. drowning and none in the rich and 
extensive valleys: have escaped from loss.

Necessary for Germany—The Emperor’ 
Speech on Opening the Reichstag. 

Berlin, November 22.—The kaiser opened 
the reichstag in person today. Nearly every 
member was in attendance and the closest 
attention was paid while his majesty de 
livered his address. The kaiser looked re- 
markably well and spoke with a depth of 
intonation that seemed to indicate his feel- 
ing in regard to the coming struggle over the 
army bill. There was a general attendance 
of the imperial ministry, Chancellor Caprivi 
occupying a place of honor near Dovereigu. 
The kaiser said he regretted the cholera had 
caused such suffering and the loss of life 
in portions of the empire. Contrary to ex- 
pectations the cholera still lingered in the 
country, but he hoped it would soon disap- 
pear. The address went on to say: 

“In view of our friendly relations with all 
the powers and our consciousness that if 
we continue to pursue the common end in 
view, we will continue to enjoy the cordial 
and effective support of our allied states, 
I may cherish hope. Germany will not be 
disturbed in the peaceful task of promoting 
her economic interests. Nevertheless the 
development of the military power of other 
states of Europe imposes on us the serious 
and even imperative duty, on our side, of 
strengthening the defensive capacity of the 
empire by drastic measures. Seeing the 
development aforesaid, it is only by enfore- 
ing the tried principle of universal military 
service that we may expect these qualities 
in our army, whereon its strength and glory 
is based, to maintain Germany in the future 
in the position of honor occupied in the past. 
I am confident the patriotism of the nation 
is ready to assume the burdens necessary to 
bear for the honor and security of the 
fatherland.” 

The speech appeared to make an excel- 
lent impression. Friends of the government 
were pleased and its opponents were relieved 
by the cautious and conciliatory wording of 
the kaiser's address. 

Pin kaiser concluded his speech as fol- 

“In asking you to enter upon the labor 
before you, I know that a special a peal 
to your patriotic spirit is needless. It is 
the firm will of the nation to safeguard the 
inheritance of its father; to secure peace 
and preserve the fatherland. Its most 
cherished possession will, I feel convinced, 
insure an agreement to the course pro- 
posed to you by me and my high allies. 
Should this come to pass, then the empire 
may regard the future without anxiety, 
trusting to God and its own strength.”

Mr. Oglesby has just returned from a 
visit to Bloomington, III., where he went 
with a committee from the club to invite 
the vice president-elect to be present at 
the formal opening of the club. General 
Stevenson accepted for himself and his 
interesting family, and wili visit Atlanta 
on the 21st of December, on which even- 
ing the doors of this club will be thrown 
open to the membership. The occasion 
will be one long to be remembered, and 
under the experienced direction of Pres- 
ident Oglesby and his assistants will, of 
course, meet every expectation that At- 
lanta's distinguished guests can entertain, 
and it is but natural that they should look 
for great things from Atlanta, which has 
established a national reputation for hos- 
pitality in the splendor of the several en- 
tertainments which have been tendered 
its distinguished guests on festive occa- 
sions. '

Purge the Pension List. 

We believe that the policy of the demo- 
crats on all the issues that affect the peo- 
ple should be as simple and as straight- 
forward as their policy on the tariff. In 
the interest of the taxpayers of the coun-

The Confederate Home, 
The bill accepting the Confederate 


Home is the special order for today. 
Our people are familiar with the lead- 
ing facts of the case. A number of gener- 
ous Georgians, with a few sympathizing 
friends outside of the state, built and 
equipped the Confederate Home with its 
spacious grounds, and tendered it to the 
state as a free gift. The property has 
rapidly increased in value, and is esti- 
mated to be worth at the present time 
$250,000. It will cost the state a mere 
trifle to maintain the home in proper style 
for a few years, and when it is no longer 
needed as a shelter for our destitute and 
homeless veterans, it will probably be 
worth a round million, and even as an 
investment it will yield a satisfactory 
profit, though, of course, this is not the 
ground on which its acceptance is urged. 
In the recent state election the third 
party made this matter an issue, and was 
overwhelmingly defeated. The public 
sentiment of Georgia was expressed in 
the most emphatic and unmistakable man- 
ner, and our lawmakers thoroughly un- 
derstand the wishes of their constituents. 
We believe that the general assembly 
will discuss and decide this question in a 
broad-minded and patriotic spirit. Every 
southern state has provided a home for 
its veterans at the expense of the public. 
Georgia would probably have done the 
same, but fortunately private enterprise 
has made it possible for us to acquire a 
magnificent property upon the sole con- 
dition that we maintain it as a home for 
our old soldiers during the few years that 
it will be needed for that purpose. 
Our readers have not forgotten the dis- 
appointment and the harsh criticisms 
caused by the action of a former legisla- 
ture in rejecting the home. For a time 
it seemed that Georgia stood alone as the 
only civilized state in the world that had 
deliberately refused to provide a shelter 
for.the gallant heroes who had wrecked 
their health and their fortunes in her de- 
fense. But we have had time for the 
people to act and declare their will and 
there is no longer the slightest uncertain- 
ty. Our faith in Georgia has never wav- 
ered during this long controversy. The 
people of this historic commonwealth love 
and honor the men who wore the gray 
and they will not see those who canngt 
help themselves suffer in their old age. It 
has been suggested that some of the oppo- 
sition to the home was due to the fact 
that it was regarded as an Atlanta insti- 
tution. We do not believe that this idea 
will control a single vote. It is known 
that Atlanta pays about one-seventh of 
the taxes of the state. She pays out 
twenty times more than she receives in 
return in any shape. She goes deep down 
into her pockets to support the public 
schools, asylums and other institutions of 
the state, and as she grows and prospers 
her burdens multiply, This is so well 
understood that no fair-minded citizen 
will object to the location here of a splen- 
did and patriotic charity reaching out to 
benefit the old soldiers in every county. 
There is nothing local in it, and in the 
end it will cost the state nothing. Strip- 
ped of all sentiment, and regarded purely 
as a matter of business, the Confederate 
Home is a good investment! 


The Cleveland Comet. 

The new comet, which we take the 
liberty of naming the Cleveland comet, 
appears to be a very interesting object. 
It can be discovered with an opera glass, 
any fair night, two or three degrees north 
of Andromeda—nearly overhead—and, 
when once discovered with the glass, is 
faintly visible to the naked eye, appear- 
ing as a chunk of nebulous matter. 

There are many reasons why it should 
be called the Cleveland comet. It was 
discovered about the time of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s election, and it has caused as much 
confusion and perplexity among the as- 
tronomers as Mr, Cleveland’s candidacy 
caused among the political leaders and 
prophets. Moreover, it promises to be 
one of the most conspicuous and interest- 
ing objects in the heavens in the dourse 
of a few more months. To cap the cli- 
max of comparison the astronomers are 
as sadly at loggerheads about the new 
comet as the politicians were about Mr. 
Cleveland. 

But here the resemblance ends. The 
comet is approaching, while Mr. Cleve 
land it here. He is on the spot. We 
know his orbit, and it is unnecessary, 
therefore, to compute it. We know that 
there is nothing nebulous in his composi- 
tion. He is all nucleus, and there is 
nothing eccentric in his periods. 


Perhaps the most interesting feature of 


earth at the rate of 60,000 miiles a 


and that it is sure to come in contact with 
the atmospheric envelope of this admira- 
ble planet of ours. Another says it is 
moving at the rate of twenty-four miles 
a second, and that it will gradually dis- 
appear after the 27th. One says it is 
coming difectly towards the earth. An- 
other says it isn’t: One says it will be 
very near to us on the 27th, and will be 
as large as the full moon. Another says 
it is further away than Jupiter and that 
it will not be at its brightest and best 
until something like a year hence, when 
it will enter the orbit of the earth, and 
be a conspicuous feature in the heavens, 
possibly visible in the daytime. . 

This last is the theory of Professor 
Henry M. Parkhurst, of New York, who 
knows as much about it as any of the 
astronomers, and is not so cock-sure in 
regard to his opinions as the most of 
them. Professor Parkhurst thinks the 
Cleveland comet is far away and that it 
will gradually approach the earth until 
it forms in the sky a spectacle as beautiful 
and as imposing as the great comet of 
1858, which covered half of the heavens 
with its shining tail. 7 

Let us be prepared to enjoy to its ut- 
most the spectacle which the Cleveland 
comet of democracy promises to provide 
for the nations of the earth. 


On to Chicago.

Wrenn, the general passenger agent of 
the East Tennessee system, through 
whose interest in seeing Georgia exhib- 
ited at the world’s fair, the favitation was 
extended. 

Those of the Georgia delegation who 
have not visited Chicago recently will be 
amazed at the enormity of the prepara- 
tions. There has never been an expo- 
sition on the globe that will compare with 
it. 

This is a splendid opportunity for the 
legislative committee. They will be able 
to see what has been done and then will 
fully realize the necessity of Georgia hav- 
ing an exhibit. They should return firm 
in the opinion that Georgia should and 
must be represented. When the people of 
Georgia realize the necessity of an exhibit 
they will find means of making one.

The 
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State Militia.

It has never had the encouragement 
it deserved; but it is in the hands of the 
legislature to give it the meed of its de- 


its faithful services. 


A Word About Tomorrow. 
Tomorrow will be Thanksgiving Day. 
Some of our old-timers consider it some- 

what of an innovation. They say that 
the Puritans started it in Massachusetts 
about 270 years ago, and that it is not a 
southern custom. 

Suppose we look into it briefly. Eng- 
lishmen belonging to Puritan families 
settled in the south, as well as in the 
north, and so did the Huguenots. There 
were cavaliers north of the Potomac, and 
also south of that river. Recent re- 
searches into our history and genealogy 
show that ours is a badly mixed up race. 
„But, to return to Thanksgiving Day. We 
deny that it is essentially Puritanical. 
It belongs to all Christians in all Christ- 
ian lands. If we have been somewhat 
late in adopting it, that is no reason why 
we should give it up altogether. 

When we think of the blessings shower- 
ed upon us by the Almighty during the 
past year, every heart should be in- 
clined to make a public expression of our 
gratitude to the great Giver of all good 
things. 

No matter where Thanksgiving Day 
came from, it is ours now, and our warm- 
hearted and réligious people will observe 
it in a manner suited to the occasion. 


They Favor the Home. 

The Georgia newspapers are almost a 
unit in their advocacy of the Confederate 
Home. The objections raised to it are 
now, as they were when the issue was 
first made in the legislature, confined to 
solitary instances; the general sentiment

It seems to be a grateful and pa- 
triotic impulse which is moving the peo- 
ple to speak out in this matter, which 
should be dear to the hearts of all Geor- 
gians.

They 
have spoken through the press, in no un- 
certain tones, and the verdict of the peo- 
ple is the verdict which should stand.

NEW YORK, November 22—Liverpool this morning 
gave us another surprise in advancing 6@7-64d, our 
correspondents cabling us giving the cause as large 
soutbern orders to buy, and reports have been received 
and finding credence that Neill will reduce his esti- 
mate to 6,500,000 bales. It was rather a surprise that 
this latter information should have had the stimulating 
effect that it apparently has, because it has been ru- 
mored here for two days that Neill would reduce his 
estimate, and a portion of the improvement we have 
have had earlier this week and on Saturday last may 
be attributed"to that cause. Our market here, in re- 
sponse to the advance abroad, opened about 20822 
points higher, of which 10 points were again lost dur- 
ing the day, the market closing barely steady. The 
decline during the day here is the result of a general 
desire to realize on purchases, and also owing to the 
fact that the receipts are showing rather heavier than 
heretofore. The ports tomorrow are estimated at 43,000 
bales, as against 47,000 bales last year, showing 23,000 
bales more than for the corresponding five days last 
week. The psimary points are, comparatively speak- 
ing, more liberal—Memphis about 6,000 bales, against 
4,000 bales last year, and Auguste 1,400 bales, against 
1,350 bales last year. Considering the great amount of 
cotton sold here our market certainly shows great 
strength, and the position, as we have so frequently 
written before, does not undergo any weakness what- 
soever.

Few young men in Atlanta was better 
known than Steve Moseley, and none were 
more universally beloved. A gentleman by 
birth, education, polished and refined, 
brave and noble, he made friends of all who 
met him.

his parents” home in Richmond, 
Va., a perfect stranger to all 
Atlanta. He was then a trained druggist, 
and it wasn’t long before he had: secured 
a good position in one of Atlanta’s best 
drug houses. There he proved his worth 
and demonstrated the fact that he was 
worthy of every trust reposed in him. 
From the very first he became a great fa- 
vorite with all and in a short time was one 
of the most popular young men in Atlanta. 
He took an active part in the organization 
of thé Virginia Society of Atlanta, when the 
society was first suggested and was one of 
the first vice presidents of it. He was never 
happier than when doing something to re- 
lieve the sick or distressed and was a con- 
stant visitor at the bedside of any one of 
his acquaintances who might be down. 

Mr. Moseley was devoted to the old state 
and was always-happy when talking about 
the good the Old Dominion had done the 
world. He was a great reader and was well 
posted on the history of the old state and 
the men slie had produced. When convers- 
ing on this topic he was entertaining to 
those who heard him in a marked degree. 


He came from one of the oldest and best 


families of the state, and has several 
brothers now living in Virginia. His father 
was at one time one of the most sought 
after physicians of Richmond but has been 
out af practice for several years on aceount 
of his advanced age. Telegrams were sent 
to Mr. Moseley's home immediately after his 
death, but up to a late hour last night no 
reply had been received. So far no arfange- 
ments have been made for the funeral, but 
it is well known that his rem 
sent to his old home for inte Yad 

Mr. Moseley was a cousin of Vite Presi- 
dent-elect Stevenson, and it was from that 
gentleman tliat he got lis name. 

During his illness Mr. Mosely had the 
best attention. His friends were with him 
almost all the time and were watchful 
every minute after his illness assumed a 
dangerous turn. When he died those around 


him had been induced to think that he was

Encourage Higher Bd- 
ucation. 


JUDGE HALL'S AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL 


What Was Done in the House and Senate 
Yesterday—Some Important Com- 
mittee Work. 


A Tendency to 


Higher education seems to be the “go” 


with the Georgia lawmakers this term. 


They seem determined to give the far- 
mer boy a showing at college that has been 
denied him by the legislature in the past. 

A new era seems to be dawning in the 

; state of Georgia in 
this respect, and sure 
it is that the Empire 
State of the South 
is determined to shake 
off the stigma of be- 
ing called 
illiterate state in the 
union. i 

All manner of 
friendliness has been 
shown by the legisla- 
ture to the colleges of 
the state, and it is 
how freely promised 
that the educational institutions of Georgia 
will no longer be denied that recognition 
at the hands of thé state, that they so 
richly deserve and so firmly demand. 

Colleges, schools, universities—all have the 
sympathy of the house and senate, and if 
something is not done bythis legislature to 
put them on a better financial footing with 
the other colleges of the south. then it does 
seem that it is a vain hope in Georgia along 
this line. 

esterday John I. Mall, of Spalding, in- 
troduced a bill in the house providing for 
the establishment of another agricultural 
school in the state to be a part of 
the state university. 

The school is to be located in Griffin, 
and is to be established on tne following 


lan: 

The citizeas of Griffin agree to give all 

e necessary grounds and to furhish and 
equip all the necessary buildings needful 
for the complete organization of the school. 
The school is to be run in conjunction with 
the Georgia agricultural experiment sta- 
tion. It is to be eontrolled by a beard of 
managets, which shall be composed of the 
president of the state agricultural college, 
resident of ne Mercer university, the pres- 
ident of Oxford and three citizens of Spald- 
ing county and Griffin, making a member- 
ship or seven, whose terms shall last six 


years. 

The bill fu-ther provides that the school 
shall be supported by the funds derived 
annually from the inspection fees on fertili- 
zers and oil. This amount fluctuates from 
year to year, but will, perhaps, average 
about $12,000 per year. 

Bvery detail of arrangement is stipula- 
ted in the bill and the measure is carefully 
drawn. There is quite a strong sentiment 
in favor of the bill in both houses, as it is 
already evident, and there seems to be no 
kind of douht that the bill is to become a 
law before the session closes. 

The Finance Committee. 


The committee on finance is busily at 
work for the state’s big appropriation list 
and will soon have it all ready to be acted 
on by the house. 


This committee is showing every con- 


sideration for the school and colleges of the 
state, ?and at its meeting yesterday agreed 
to allow the Dalonega branch college $3,-

They 
represented that they were agents of the 
Imperial Art Studio, of 405 E. Broadway, 
New York. Their terms were reasonable 
and they guaranteed good work. ‘hey got 
many orders, aud seut to New York for 
eulurgement, many prized pictures, first 
collecting a good purt of the amount to be 
paid for the work. These clever agents 
showed samples of their work, which re- 
flected great credit on the Imperial Art 
Studio, of New York, and their victims con- 
fidently expected to get handsome pictures. 
But the time which the agents fixed for 
the pictures to arrive came, passed, and 
the looked for pictures never came.

Bstablish a Schoolhouse in the Center of 
Every Five Square Miles in the 
State—As to the Teachers.

Mr. W. H. Woodall, superintendent of 
the Columbus public schools, in in the city. 

Knowing him to be the author of the 
county institute bill, which was passed by 
the last legislature, and has given such gen- 
eral satisfaction all over the state, @ re 
porter of The Constitution called on him 
for his views as to the condition and needs 


of the public schools of the state at this 
time 


The Needs ot the Public Schools. 


flourishing condition and have been for sev- 
eral years, but our county schools have been 
in a lamentable condition ever since the 
war. But 1 think that their long night of 
darkness is now breaking. Our last legisla- 
ture was very kind to the common school 
interest of the county, and the present legis- 
lature seems to be as well disposed as their 
predecessors were, and will, no doubt, prove 
it in their appropriations to the public 
schools. There seems to be a disposition 
that is general among the members of the 
legislature to give the common county 
schools every dollar possible. 

Now, in my judgment, the next thing for 
our state to do is to lay off every county 
into school districts, say about five miles 
square, and place a schoolhouse in the mid- 
dle of each district. Of course, we cant 

lace a schoolhouse in every district at onece 
put as communities need school buildings, 
place these buildings iu the right place. 
i hear that such à bill will, perhaps, be 
offered in the legislature in a few days and 
if it is offered, 1 hope it will pass. 

W here to Get 2 Money. 7 

„Where would you get the money: 

“Raise it by local taxation. The building 
of schoolhouses would be a good investinent 
to the property owners living within such 
districts, and the tax would have to be paid 
ouly once in a life time. Old schoolhouses 
now in use, could in many cases be moved 
to the middle of such districts. This plan 
followed for ten years would give us a state 
well supplied with good schoolhouses. Bet- 
ter schoolhouses in an absolute necessity in 
our state. ; 

“Next, the teachers should be paid month- 
ly or quarterly at least. a class, the 
teachers need their money and ought to 
have it, and 1 believe the present legislature 
is going to pay them at least quarterly. 
The teachers have been walting for twenty 
years and getting their money last. It is 
time for some one else to wait if 
somebody must wait. 

“Building good schoolhouses, paying 
teachers good salarier 8 ought to 
secure good teachers. hile 1 honor the 
members of my profession, yet it must be 
admitted that there are in our ranks still 
a great many incompetent persons.

As to the Teachers. 

„For this there is one remedy. No one 
can teach: in our common schools without 
being examined and licensed. Let the ques- 
tions in which the applicants are examined 
be made more difficult. We have been 
crawling in this particular long enough. 
Let us stand erect and walk. A halt 
should be :nade now, for the state is fast 
filling up with teachers who are receiving 
state licen es. cathe very easy questions 
sent out by each county commissioner to 
test the knowledge of those wishing to be- 
come teachers. 

“I have been in the schoolroom more 
than a quarter of a century, and J have 
never seen before as bright prospects for 
the cause of education. If, as educators 
and patriots, we are wise and true to our 
cause, ‘eye | not seen, ear hath not heard, 
neither hath it entered into the heart of 
man to coneeive of the splendid achieve 
ments ahead of us educationalyy.’ ”

When the board of trustees of the Grady 
hospital hold their regular monthly meet- 
ing next Tuesday they will make some impor 
tant changes in the management of that in- 
stitution, and will supply the vacancies now 
existing.

The board has not been hasty in making 
its selection of a superintendent and head 
house physician, realizing the importance 
of having first-class men at the helm. An- 
other thing to be greatly desired was har- 
mony among the physicians and employes 
of the hospital. The board ana Preside at 
Hirsch determined to go slowly and secure 
a harmonious management. Two or three 
applications for Dr. Fensch’s place were 
sent in. Yesterday the medical staff met 
and agreed upon Dr. Tomlinson F. Brewster 
as Dr. Fensch’s successor. This nomina- 
tion will go before the trustees at their 
meeting next Tuesday for ratification.

In. Illes Smith Makes 1 Plunge for 
Mrs. Olive, 


WILD SCENES IN THE OOURTROOM 


Mrs. Smith, Who Was So Badly Disfigur- 
ed by the Vitriol Which Was Thrown 
Int Ker Face Fails to Get a Verdict. 


“Tl kill her! She's guilty!” 

That was the exclamation that came from 
the lips of Mrs. Alice Smith yesterday af- 
ternoon in the city courtroom. 

It eame with a shriek that. penetrated 
every part of the building and was accom- 
panied by a look of mortal agony. 

She started from her chair as the words 
ran out of her lips like the burning lava 
from some heaving volcano and, reaching 
for her umbrella, darted with the speed of 
lightning in the direction of Mrs. Julia 
Olive. 

The move was made in a second and 
down came the umbrella like a rain of bul- 
lets upon the unprotected head of the vic- 
tim. 

The woman was frantic with rage. Her 
anger overpowered her. She had heard the 
verdict of the jury and that verdict had de- 
clared Mrs. Olive innocent. The memory of 
the past rushed over her like a tidal wave 
and she saw in a hasty glance the bottle 
of vitriol and her own blighted beauty. The 
law had failed her and the spirit of retalia- 
tion was thoroughly aroused. It was a sud- 
den upheaval of passion that made her grab 
for the umbrella—it was the only weapon 
in sight—and with that she made a pluuge 
for ber victim. 

The verdict of the jury was: “We, the 
jury, find the defendant not guilty.” 

No sooner was that verdict rendered than 
the scene as above narrated took place. 

It took the judge and the jury by sur- 
prise. and the courtroom was converted into 
a scene of consternation. 

Never in the history of the Fulton coun- 
ty courthouse has such an exciting drama 
occurred. It was branded upon the memor 
of every one present and stamped in suc 
indelible sharacters that nothing can ever 
erase it. 

Shakespeare was nodding when he said 
that “a woman moved was like a fountain 
troubled.” 

It was worse than any fountain—it was 
a Ataract in petticoats—it was a human- 
ized cyclone. 

Judge Westmoreland sat back in his 
chair—clamped with astonishment, He 
glared through his spectacles with a look of 
suspended animation and several ticks of 
the flock intervened before his lips asserted 
their sway over the art of speech. 

“Mr. Sheriff,“ came the voice of the 
judge—but the sound was lost like the cry 
of the captain amid the splash of the waves. 
The sheriff knew his duty, however, and 
when he saw Mrs. Smith leap up from her 
chair and start for Mrs. Olive he ran to her 
rescue. Several chairs were in the way, 
however, and before he could arrest the 
umbrella it had fallen several times upon 
the head of Mrs. Olive. 

Finally her anger was checkmated by the 
igwerference of the officers and muscular 
force was brought to bear upon her in or- 
der to subdue her tempest of rage. 
Order was soon restored and under a 
careful vigilance Mrs. Smith, together with 
her mother, departed frem the room, and 
Mrs. Olive was permitted to enjoy her lib- 
erty. 
Sympathy was manifested on every hand 
for Mrs. Smith who, though her own life 
had been in no danger, had suffered the un- 
happy disfiguration which nothing could 
ever remove, and failing to secure that 
satisfaction which she fancied she could 
get before a jury, she thought she was en- 
titled to the deepest sympathy of every one 
present. 
It was a scene that was full of sorrow 
and the second thought of every one pres- 
ent, while it went out in congratulation to 
the acquitted woman, went out in the ten- 
derest sympathy toward the afflicted prosc- 
cul and the poor deformed mother. 
he jury was out for only a short while 
before the verdict was returned. 
Mr. W. C. Glenn concluded the argument 
before the jury in favor of Mrs. Olive. It 
was a masterly defense, and in spite of the 
fervid protest of the eloquent solicitor, who 
insisted upon her guilt, it had the desired 
effect upon the jury. The last speech is 
always a strong weapon and in order to get 
the closing argument ne evidence was intro- 
duced for the defense and only the state- 
ment of Mrs. Olive, together with such ad- 
ditional facts as could be extracted from the 
witnesses for the prosecution was allowed 
to go before the jury to make out her jus- 
tification. 
It was early in the afternoon when the 
judge completed his charge to the jury, and 
placed in their hands the fate of the prison- 
er at the bar. 

Details of the Trial. 
The trial of Julia Olive for assault upon 
Alice Smith with intent to murder, was 
commenced before Judge Westmoreland, in 
the criminal branch of the city court, yes- 
terday morning. : 

Everybody in Atlanta is familiar with the 
details of that heart-tragedy, which oc- 
curred on the 29th of last July. 

A wife deserted by her husband and 
goaded to desperation, as she claims, by the 
knowledge that he was harbored by another 
woman. 
Then the difficulty which ensued between 
the broken-hearted wife and the alleged 
decoyer of her husband. The infant in her 
arms—a link that still bound her to her 
husband in spite of his desertion, and then 
the fiery liquid that was thrown into the 
woman's face to blight the look which had 
lured her husband from her love, and to 
blast that fatal charm of beauty. 
Mrs. Olive was accompanied by her in- 
fant, and maintained throughout the trial 
a calm and lady-like deportmen:. She was 
scarcely able, however. to hid2 her sorrows 
by any artificial effort and in spite of her 
attempt to appear composed she manifested 
that uneasy feeling that originated from a 
troubled heart and that “ae plainly visible 
in the pained expression of er face. 
Mrs. Alice, Smith, the victim of the tragic 
difficulty, also occupied a seatgin the neigh- 
borhood of Mr. Thomas. She wore a pair 
of glasses and her face, disfigured by the 
vitriol which was thrown {nto if. retaine i but 
little vestige of that charm which was sup- 
to underlie the scene which was then 
ing enacted before the jury. The mother 
of the woman, a poor pathetic-looking, little 
hunchback, was also present, and these to- 
gether with the other witnesses completed 


the unhappy scene. 

It was full of pathos and may be fairly 
painted by the letter “d”—desertion, de- 
spair. disfiguration and deformity. 

The attorneys interested in the trial were 
Solicitor Thomas, for the state; and Colonel 
W. C. Glenn and L. P. Barnes for the de- 
fendant. 

Mrs. Smith, the prosecutor in the case, 
was the first witness to testify. 

She related her account of the difficulty.
